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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10, and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Chan et al (US 4,373,23). 

Regarding claim 10, Chan et al discloses a clamp for a lighting structure fixture 
having a lamp housing 41, a ceiling mount 13, a lamp (not labeled) in figure 1 , a socket, 
a trim bezel 46 providing a frictional fit around the lamp of he ceiling, column 3, lines 40- 
50 teaches that a trim bezel 46 has a frictional fit 

Regarding claim 13, Chan et al discloses a ceiling mount 13 includes at least two 
ceiling mounts tab 26, extending radially outward of the housing (figure 3). 

Regarding claim 14, Chan et al discloses a spring clips 26 supported at spaced 
location on an outer surface of the upper reflector and trim bezel. 

Regarding claim 15, Chan et al shows that the trim bezel 46 has a taper tubular 

shape. 

Regarding claim 16, Chan et al shows in figure 4 that the spring 26 is located 
downwardly such that a sharp distal edge of each clip serves to engage the inner 
surface of the housing wall. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 17-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Regarding claims 1 , 7 and 17, nowhere in the prior art is found all the 
limitations of the claimed invention including a a ceiling mount carried by the housing 
wall, a lamp supported by the lamp socket and a module removably supported on the 
housing and carrying a lamp socket. 

Claims 2-6, 8-9 and 18-20 are allowed because of its dependency upon claim 1 
and 7 respectively. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 10 of the argument set forth, filed April 14, 
2005, with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 10 and 13-16 under 102 (b) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 
Chan et al.
